Src. 1. Be enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of lowa, that the County Commissioners 
of Pottawattamie County, shall on or before the 
first day of March next, after having made an ex- 
amination of the different parts of the county des- 
ignate two places to be ballotted for on the first 
Monday of April next, as a seat of justice. 

Sec. 2. As soon as said Commissioners shall 
make a selection of two points in said county, they 
shall cause notices of the same to be published in 
the Frontier Guardian, and also written or printed 
notices posted up in each township of suid county, 
stating the two points to be ballotted for at the said 
election for the county seat, und particularly de- 
scribing the said points. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the judges 
of election, in each township in said county, to re- 
ceive votes for the two places so designated by said 
Commissioners and shall note down in seperate col- 
iimns the number of votes received for each pluce 
designated as aforesaid, and the place receiving the 
highest number of votes polled at said election, shail 
be and remain the County Seat o/ said county. 
Provided, That if an equal number of votes be 
polled for each place aesignated, then the County 
Commissioners shall determine which of the two 
places shall be the seat of Justice of saic County, 
aad the place thus designated shall thenceforth be 
the seat of Justice of said County. 

Sec.4. The manner of conducting said election

When Br. Forssgren landed in Gefile, the 


latter part of June, he found a brother and 


sister at the old homestead—his father gone 
ona sea voyage to America—his brother 
very low witi: consumption. and by the phy- 
sicians considered pastrecovery. He found 
the religious and intellectual state of society 
ata very low ebb; and the laws of the coun- 
try as stern and rigid asever against any 
aud every innovation of the Lutheran reli- 
gion: and the priests and chief authorities 
disposed to enforce them, notwithstanding 
many of the middle and lower classes were 
panting for liberty. These began to seek 
unto him to hear his words. He was close- 
ly watched by the priests and police; and, 
according to their laws ond customs with 
travelers, his passport was detained in the 
“ Landscancellie,”’ that he might not go in- 
‘to the country or arfy other town without 


permission; for you must understand that 


any traveler, native or foreign, without a 

assport, is virtually an escaped convict, lia- 
bie to arrest at every turn of the road. 

Under these circumstances he fasted and 


prayed much that the Lord would open his 


way before him, and privately instructed 
such as he had access to. He translated in- 
to Sweedish the small work containing the 
‘¢ Visions, Rise of the Church,” &c., but the 


¥printers refused to publish it. He left the 


manuscript with the believers. He instill- 
ed faith into his brother, and raised him up 
and baptized him and his sister, and one oth- 
er man privately, after which he concluded 
to go to Stockholm, in hopes of finding more 
liberality anda better opening, and called 
for his passport to start on the 3d of August, 
but before he reached the steamer she loos- 
ed from her moorings and left him. _ 
Immediately after, he heard of the compa- 
ny of farmers mentioned in vur former letter, 
wh had come in from the country'to emigrate 
to America. He sought them out and tound 
them in a warchouse waiting for the vessel. 
They had read the scripture, and became 
sick of the oppressions of their country and 
its religion. They heard him gladly, and 
he visited with and instructed them until the 
6th, when they proposed a public meeting in 
a grove a little out of town. He resolved to 
bear a public testimony, and abide the con- 

uences.

lation: ‘*The bearer of this pass received it 
and had it signed August 3d, for his depart- 
ure to Stockholm, but was unable to leave 
at that time. The North American Consul, 
now present, rejects him, and leaves him 
without protection. The bearer of the pass 
has, in days gone by, disturbed the general 
peace by illegal preaching in warehouses and 
under open heaven before several hundred 
persons, and even established baptism on the 
sea shore of several aged persons ; for which 
he will leave Geffle before eight o’clock to- 
morrow morning, for the above-mentioned 
place of destination without fail. 

‘“Gefile, Landscancellie, 8th Aug., 1850.” 
When he landed in Stockholm, the king 
was enjoying himself in the country, but the 
chief ofticer of the government received from 
Geffie five or six pages of ‘‘sayings and do- 
ings?’ there, and brother Forssgren was tak- 
en forthwith before the chief police officers 
of the kingdom, for three successive’ days, 
where he had again an opportunity of ex- 
ounding and bearing witness to the great 
work of God. During this time the fame 
spread over the city, and into all the news- 
papers, and the more they had to do with 
him the more they were perplexed with him. 
They reasoned, persuaded, and threatened 
him, but all tono purpose. He continued 
to tel] them that he *tcame not to do his own 
will, but the will of Him who sent him.’ 
There were uo vessels in port by which they 
could send him immediately to America, and 
| the American minister at Stockholm would 
not allow them to imprison they, 
‘therefore, detained his passport, and per- 
mitted him to go at large in town, with a 
strict charge not to preach his doctrine, but 
the papers published his whereabouts, and 
he soon found himself sought unto from all 
quarters, and invited from place to place, 
and among the mechanic clubs, and he be- 
came quite as notorious as any man in the 
kingdom. «He did not trangress the law “by 
illeyal preaching,” for he had as much as 
he a well do to answer questions, and 
read the Bible, and others did the preach- 
ing. ‘This continued about a month, and 
many hearts rejoiced in the truth. 

It having come to the ears of the autho- 
rities that some were determined to be bap- 
tized at all hazards, brother Forssgren was 
taken by the police from his lodgings during 
the night of the 11th of September, and tak- 
fen on board an American vessel which was 
ready to seil for New York, his passport; 
signed for New York, and his passage paid. 
The vessel] had to call at Elsinore, to pa: 


the Danish toll before she left the Baltic, 
where brother Forssgren landed for the pur- 
pose of coming to us. Here the devil had 
spread another snare for him, but the Lord 
had also prepared a way to deliver him. He 
was immediately arrested by the Danish po- 
lice at that place, at the instigation of the 
Swedish consul, who had received orders 
from his government to see to it, that Forss- 
cren was re-shipped to New York if he land- 
ed. but the American minister at Denmark, 
(Mr. Forward,) had just landed in Elsinore, 
from this place. He came to his assistance, | 
and effected his release, and accompanied 
him to this place, where he arrived Sept. 
16th, full of joy and the Holy Ghost, having 
been absent from us for three months. | 

I had kept up a correspondence with bim, 
and counselled him to come here if he was’

hundred of the common people ever read it, 
except insolated texts in their catechism or 
other books. 

Those who have received the gospel are 
growing in grace, and the gifts 
of the el. We have now a commodious 
hall for our public meetings, which are well 
attended, and — meetings in three dif- 
ferent parts of the city. There is quite an 
excitement about us in town, a little moré 
than we want, and a gangof lawless rowdies 
are of late urged on by those who stand be- 
hind the screen, to disturb our erenims 
meetings ; and I fear we shall be under the 
necessity of discontinuing them for a little 
season. 

When I left for England, Elder Dykes 
was appointed to Jutland, to commence the 
work in that province. Elder Forssgren re- 
mained to labor in this place, and Elder 
Hanson was appointed to devote his time to 
revise his translation of the Book of Mor- 
mon, and prepare it for the press. Brother 
Dykes after encountering much opposition, 
had at the latest advices trom him, baptized 
thirteen persons in Aalborg, the principal 
town of north Jutland, among whom were 
three local preachers of the baptists. In 
this place there have been more or less bap- 
tized every week and the braneh now num- 
bers about seventy. . 

Brother Hanson, though diligent, progress- 
es very slow with the Book of Mormon; 
but Iam happy to be able to say, that with 
what assistance 1 am able to render him, he 
is producing a good translation. A Danish 
ady, who is a teacher of French, German. 
and English, has confessed faith in the work, 
and proilered her assistance. She has also 
translated into Danish poetry, some of 
our hymns, which are very good, and you 
can well imagine that it is another source 
of joy to us to hear the Danish Saints join in 
the songs Zion. 

I have learned that there are no stereo- 
type foundries in this country ; I therefore 
see no other way but to issue an edition of 
the Book of Mormon without stereotyping ; 
it will take till spring to do it. 

Brothers Forssgren and Hanson join with 
me in love to you, and ali Saints.
